The doors at Rosa Linda’s Mexican Cafe closed in 2015, but the huge 
Thanksgiving feast that the LoHi restaurant put on for Denver’s hun- 
gry lives on at a Lakewood vocational high school, where the tradi- 
tion has been updated with organic ingredients and logistical help 


from UPS. 


Volunteers and students led by Joshua 
Olsen, who teaches an urban agricultural 
program at Warren Occupation Technical 
Center, have been working for days in the 
school kitchen to ready pans of green- 
bean casserole, root-vegetable studded 
stuffing, turkey and gravy. 

Olsen was a chef and partner at The 
Squeaky Bean when the farm-to-table res- 
taurant, which got its start next door to 
Rosa Linda’s, began hosting the holiday 


feast after the Mexican cafe shuttered. 
When The Squeaky Bean closed in June, 
Olsen decided to continue feeding the 
hungry on Thanksgiving. 

It is no small feat following in the foot- 
steps of the Aguirre family, which served 
an estimated 30,000 Thanksgiving meals 
to poor people over 30 years. 

“Tt is just ingrained in my heart to feed 
people,” Olsen says of taking on the 
daunting logistical task of preparing and 


distributing thousands of meals in one 
day. “Everybody is hungry, and that is one 
of the main things we are fighting in the 
world.” 

On Monday, about 20 culinary students 
from Warren Tech and other volunteers 
sliced and diced piles of butternut squash, 
sweet potatoes and other vegetables and 
pulled cooked turkey from bones in the 
spacious kitchen, where culinary arts are 
taught. 

Plastic tubs filled with sliced vegetables 
were turned into casseroles, and shreds of 
meat were piled into aluminum pans. 

“It is nice to be invited to help people in 
need,” said Warren Tech chef instructor 
Joachim Schaaf, 54, as he strained turkey 
stock for the gravy. 

Olsen opened the door of a walk-in re- 
frigerator to reveal more food.

People taking wing will get a leg up on others in city 


Mobile carriers’ upgrades will be gravy for the more 
than 1 million at the airport this Thanksgiving weekend.

More than 1 million travelers 
passing through Denver Inter- 
national Airport over this long 
holiday weekend will experi- 
ence better cellular service than 
nearly anywhere else in Denver. 


Then they'll board their planes 
and leave the city or return to 
their Denver neighborhood 
where subpar mobile service is 
the norm. 

This is because in a city that 
ranks as one of the worst nation- 
wide for cellular service, every 
major mobile carrier has beefed 


up the number of antennas at 
DIA so more people can get a 
good signal and decent data 
speeds during the busy travel 
season, which the airport ex- 
pects to be busier than last 
Thanksgiving holiday. 

“Airport upgrades should be 
up and running” by Tuesday af- 
ternoon and are permanent, Su- 
zanne Trantow, a Denver-based 
AT&T spokeswoman, said in an 
email. She added that the latest 


improvements offer 80 percent 
more LTE capacity at the air- 
port. 

Those enhancements include 
indoor antennas called DAS, or 
a distributed antenna system, 
which are small antennas 
spread throughout the airport. 
It’s a way to improve the signal 
inside buildings where outdoor 
cell towers can’t reach. And

FCC chief follows through 
on a pledge to try to repeal 
regulations enacted under 
the Obama administration.

MENLO PARK, CALIF.» The chair- 
man of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission set out Tues- 
day to scrap rules around open in- 
ternet access, a move that would 
allow giant cable and telecom 
companies to throttle broadband 
speeds and favor their own ser- 
vices if they wish. 

Ajit Pai followed through on a 
pledge to try to repeal “net neu- 
trality” regulations enacted under 
the Obama administration. The 
current rules treat internet ser- 
vice providers such as Comcast, 
AT&T and Verizon as if they were 
utility companies that provide es- 
sential services, such as electrici- 
ty. The rules mandate that they 
give equal access to all online 
content and apps. 

Pai said those rules discourage 
investments that could provide 
even better and faster online ac- 
cess. Instead, he said new rules 
would force ISPs to be transpar- 
ent about their services and man- 
agement policies — and would let 
the market decide. 

“Under my proposal, the feder-
